ARSHFIELD, Wis.—Mrs. James R. Chapman Is dead and her hus- 


band. Wood county chairman, is not expected to live.., as a result 


of an explosion caused.by the latter's opening-of a package containing 
a bomb delivered to him by a, rural mail carrier Wednesday afternoon. 


Mr. Chapman received the bomb in a package postmarked Marsh- 


field and on opening it in the presence of Mrs. Cha.pman suffered the 
loss of his arm, which was blown from his bvdy. Mrs. Chapman was 
hit by flying missiles and a large hole in her side caused her death a 
few hours later. 
The room was completely demolished by the force 


of tbe explosion. 
Police are conducting an investigation at the local postoffice to 


determine if possible, who sent the package. 


Police believe the bomb was one of time origin composed of 


chemicals to explode at a set time, but are at a loss to account for a 
motive for the act. 


Mr. Chapman is a prominent farmer ,of the town of Richland 


and was active for many years in politics in Wood county, serving as 
president of the fair association.

The president's letter was sent to Senator Lodge for presentation 


during the senales' second day of debate on the Borah proposal which is 
embodied in an a.mendment to the naval appropriation bill. 


The president acted directly to block senate action after he had con- 


sulted with Secretary Hughes, and after Senator Lodge had visited the 
white1 house and had reported on the progress made in the determined 
tight already being waged against the Borah amendment by administration 
leaders in the senate. 


Without, disclosing details of what he is doing, the president suggested 
that congress might be helpful by freeing the hands of the. allied" debt 


commission.

MADISON, W's-—By the Asociat- 
ed Press.—Legislation 
establishing 


machinery to deal effectively 
with 


fuel and food famines that may con- 
front Wisconsin in the future is in 
the course of preparation and will 
probably be proposed to the 1923 
session of the state legislature when 
it meets here January 10, according 
to information Thursday. 


The plan now under consideration 


calls for a. state fuel administrator 
to be attached to either the state 
department of markets or the state 
engineer's department, given broad 
authority over the distribution and 
price of fnel within the jurisdiction 
of the state. 


Under the present marketing law, 


the state department 
of . markets, 
with consent of the governor, is giv- 
en broad authority to take 
steps 


necessary to meet a food or fuel fa- 
mine, but the provision is so broad 
and inclusive that its specific appli- 
cation is said to be o! 
somewhat 


doubtful legality. 


At the present time, with a seri- 


ous shortage of hard coal existing in 
the state, the state fuel committee is 
depending upon the courtesy of dock 
companies and local dealers to secure 
an
